“A PRIVATE LIBRARY” 


A gentleman proposes the erection of a private library 
in the city of his birth and residence. During his life 
it will be occupied personally, but it is his intention 
to endow the library and devise it to the city. The 
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collection to be housed will consist of rare manuscripts, 
manuscripts and first editions in handsome bindings 
and rare iconographs. As a lover of the fine arts, there 
will also be permanently displayed a few masterpieces 
of painting, sculpture and tapestries. 


The first floor shall contain: 
(a) A vestibule and coat-room; convenient thereto, 


(b) A central hall (or open court with covered 
galleries) of about 1,000 square feet area, two 
stories in height ; 


(c) Two important rooms, of about 1,500 square 
feet each, with ceilings of about twenty-five 
feet in height. One for the owner’s private oc- 
cupancy, with fireplace and suitably embellished, 
the other a Book and Students’ Room. Com- 
municating with the former there shall be a 
private toilet, while the latter shall be arranged 
with wall shelving extending to a height to be 
served by a mezzanine gallery. 

Both rooms and the central hall will be handsomely 
finished. 

There shall be an adequate stairway, well designed 
and placed but not monumental in character, serving 
the basement and the second floor. ‘There shall also 
be a stack room, with convenient access to the Book 
and Students’ Room, about 1,800 square feet in area. 
The greatest dimension of the building shall not ex- 
ceed 140 feet. 

The basement will contain storage rooms, large 
vault, mechanical equipment and toilets. 

The second floor will contain administration quar- 
ters, upper portions of the high rooms, stack extension, 
etc. ; 

The building will be situated on a free standing plot, 
two hundred feet by one hundred fifty feet, rectangu- 
lar, rising gently toward the back and surrounded by 
streets, the most important of which parallels the long- 
er dimension. ‘The centre of the site is opposite to and 
blocks the end of an avenue.

CLASS “A” II ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 
‘“s SUMMER OPERA HOUSE” 


In the suburbs of a great city, on the flat shore of a 
river is a wooded property 600 feet by 800 feet bound- 
ed on the longer side parallel to the river by a broad 
avenue, on the other two sides by unimportant streets. 
This is to be developed very finely for a municipal 
opera house, in which concerts also will be given at 
least three times a week. As this is only to be used 
in summer when the services of singers and musicians 
can be secured at modest rates, it will be possible to 
have very fine performances. Only what is known as 
light opera will be given and the staging will not be 
as elaborate nor the backstage equipment as intricate 
as in city opera houses. 

It has been found that the hemicycle type of audi- 
torium, roofed over but omitting the usual walls be- 
hind the audience, has fine acoustics. With such a 
building the music is audible for some distance around 
the building itself, suggesting in this plan that it would 
be pleasant to walk or sit under trees which border the 
building, 

The requirements are. 


1. An opera house, consisting of covered seating 
space for 2,000 people; a stage of moderate size; 
ample dressing rooms, scenery and _ property 
rooms, arranged around an open service court 
behind the stage. 


2. A large and very good restaurant. 


3. A large cafeteria for less expensive meals. 
Both of these units should have ample open ter- 
races for meals or refreshments. 


4. A broad promenade on which are one or two 
bandstands for popular concerts in the daytime 
or early evenings. 


5. A very carefully planned landscape treatment 
which will give privacy from the three land sides, 
provide a park of great beauty and unify the ele- 
ments of the composition.
